THB VETO TURNED DOWN 

T he united states soldiers* 

Bonus Bill which President Roosevelt vetoed the 
other day ha* now become law by reason of both 
Houses of Congress, by substantially more than the 
required two-third majority, overriding the action of 
the chief executive, l^tst Friday the House of Rep¬ 
resentatives defied the veto by a vote of 321 to sixty- 
one. while the Senate, with its big Democratic ma¬ 
jority. followed the example of the Lower House by 
a vote of seventy-six to nineteen yesterday. 

As we pointed out the other day. this is the 
eleventh bonus measure which has been submitted to 
C on g r os*-m the lest se v e nt ee n years. The others -were—j 
either rejected in the first place or vetoed by the Resi¬ 
dent. the President’s action being upheld by the ! 
Senate. A bill introduced in 1924 provided for tbe j 
issue of certificates for security for old age and insur¬ 
ance for dependents, to be redeemed in 1945. Over j 
the veto of President Coolidge. the Congress passed 
this measure. It was not long, however, before bene- • 
ficiaries under its provisions wanted the cash at once. ,

This explain* 
why Mother Nature has been so lavish 
with vitamin E. A lack of this sub¬ 
stance would oertalnly result In ex¬ 
tinct too of life through discontinua¬ 
tion of reproduction of the species. 

Many people have wondered why 
advantage should not be taken of this 
effect of vitamin E for the purpose of 
birth oontrol. Unfortunately, the 
effects on general health are so bad 
when the diet to deficient In vita¬ 
min* that, even If birth control re¬ 
sulted. th* damage to the body would 
be eo great aa to^mahs the experiment

Ottawa, Jan. 28.—"The whole 
direction and *y»l«n of Canadian 
radio broadcasting" la to be revo¬ 
lutionized at the coming *e»«lon of 
Parliament, according to The Ot¬ 
tawa Evening Citizen. 

Tha newspaper asserts it has 
learned ths government is likely to 
"return to ths plan proposed by the 
commission of some years ago headed 
by Sir John, Aird," which 
recommended a manager of broad¬ 
casting and an honorary board of 
seven directors, five of whom would 
represent geographical areas. 

Five of ths director* would repre¬ 
sent ths Maritime Provinces. Quebec, 
Ontario, the prairie province* and the 
Pacific Coast, and two would serve 
In a general ckfc»a?Ity. 

"Only nominal remuneration in the 
form of expenses would attach to the 
directorships, ths manager being the 
big post with such assistance as Is 
required." the paper said.

"In 1927 the Dutch physicist. Clay, 
discovered the Intensity of the raya 
was less in some parts of the world 
than In others.

In 1832 and 1933 Dr. Arthur 
Holly Compton. Professor of Physic* 
at tha University of Chicago, under¬ 
took a series of widespread measure¬ 
ment* at cighty-one stations over the 
world ahd confirmed Clay’s results. 
The Intensity of the radiation In¬ 
creased steadily from the equator to 
the poles and this he explained on 
the basis of the rays being electrically 
charged particles which were deflected 
by the earth’s magnetic field towards 
the two poles.
